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NINTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


Unlike  many  districts  It  has  been  found  possible  in  Hebburn  to  continue 
in  its  entirety  the  work  of  the  School  Medical  Service.  Some  incon- 
venience has  been  caused  through  the  teaching  staff  being  reduced  by  the 
teachers  enlisting  and  the  difficulty  experienced  in  filling  their 
places , 

The  condition  of  the  children  generally  was  much  the  sane  as  in 
former  years  but  I am  quite  satisfied  that  as  the  result  of  so  many 
mothers  going  to  work,  there  has  been  a distinct  deterioration  in  per- 
sonal cleanliness  and  in  the  condition  of  the  clothing.  V/ ages  have 

been  abnormally  high  and  labour  very  much  in  demand  but  the  high  wages 
have  been  rather  more  than  counter  balanced  by  the  excessive  increase 
in  the  price  of  all  commodities,  so  that  the  economic  condition  of  the 
average  working  class  family  is  little  if  at  all  better  now  than  in 
pre-war  days.  The  employment  in  factories  and  work-shops  of  the 
mothers  of  young  children  is  no  doubt  necessary  at  the  present  time  but 
the  fact  remains  that  the  children  are  perforce  neglected.  It  is 
obvious  that  no  woman  who  is  employed  from  eight  in  the  morning  till 
five  in  the  evening  can  give  her  family  and  home  the  attention  they 
require  and  to  meet  this  difficulty  older  children  have  sometimes  been 
kept  from  school  to  do  domestic  work.  In  such  cases  the  School 
Attendance  Officers  are  allowed  no  discretion  and  prosecution  is  the 
next  step  and  I would  suggest  that  the  time  has  arrived  when  rules  and 
regulations  drawn  up  for  normal  times  and  not  always  suited  to  present 
conditions  might  well  be  relaxed.  I have  personal  knowledge  (shared 
no  doubt  by  the  Committee)  of  several  cases  of  real  hardship  of  this 
kind  where  a girl's  absence  from  school  has  incurred  a penalty  though 
her  mother  was  laid  up  in  child-bed  and  no  one  else  was  available  or 
obtainable.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  exercise  of  discretion  in  dealing 
with  cases  such  as  these  would  strengthen  the  Committee's  arm  in 
securing  the  regular  attendance  of  those  children  whose  absence  is

The  number  of  children  inspected  was  1,498,  of  whom  762  were 
boys  and  736  girls,  and  as  usual  were  composed  of  the  following 
classes,  (a)  Entrants,  (b)  8 year  group,  and  (c)  Leavers.  The 
children  presented  for  special  examination  either  by  request  of  the 
parents  or  of  the  instance  of  the  teachers  are  not  included.  Only 
a few  mothers  (about  27  per-cent)  were  present  at  the  inspections 
which  is  quite  in  accordance  with  past  experience  and  may  under 
present  circumstances  be  more  readily  condomed.  Throughout  the 
year  scabies  has  been  widely  prevalent  and  has  been  largely  respon- 
sible for  a reduced  average  school  attendance, 

THE  SCHOOL  CLINIC. 

(1)  Inspection.  826  children  were  examined  at  the  Clinic  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  their  fitness  or  otherwise  to  attend  school, 
of  whom  357  v/ere  boys  and  469  girls.  284  of  these  were  found  to  be 
quite  fit  to  attend  school  and  were  directed  to  do  so:  542  were 
found  unfit  and  were  given  periods  of  exclusion  ranging  from  a few 
days  to  permanent  exclusion  in  the  case  of  active  and  infective 
Tuberculous  disease.  It  must  not  be  supposed  that  all  of  these 
children  were  ill,  as  a great  manjr,  such  for  example  as  those 
suffering  from  scabies  were  excluded  for  the  sake  of  saving  other 
children  from  infection. 

(2)  Treatment . At  the  treatment  Clinic  755  children  received  atten- 
tion, the  total  number  of  attendances  being  1,750.  They  were  com- 
posed of  274  boys  and  481  girls,  the  girls  being  in  a majority  as  I 
have  previously  pointed  out  owing  to  their  greater  prone-ness  to 
septic  conditions  of  the  scalp.  The  following  is  a tabulated 
statement  of  the  cases  dealt  with  and  the  results  achieved.

The  chief  difficulty  experienced  in  connection  with  the  School  Clinic 
has  been  the  unsuitable  accomodation  which  the  Health  Office  was  able 
to  afford*  It  has  been  surprising  to  see  how  readily  many  of  the 
mothers  have  endured  the  discomfort,  of  a prolonged  wait  on  a draughty 
staircase  for  the  purpose  of  having  their  children  cured,  but  at  the 
time  of  writing  I am  glad  to  say  that  there  is  an  early  prospect  of 
suitable  premises  been  secured  as  the  intended  establishment  of  a 
Maternity  Centre  and  Infant  Clinic  will  enable  the  same  building  to 
be  used  for  the  work  of  the  School  Clinic. 


The  Summer-time  Act  may  be  expected  to  exercise  an  important  influence 
on  the  health  of  the  community  and  especially  of  the  children  and  on 
the  whole  there  is  no  doubt  that  it  has  produced  a distinctly  bene- 
ficial effect.  But  the  long  hours  of  sunshine  often  mean  that 
children  are  allowed  to  play  until  late  into  the  night  and  in  conse- 
quence lose  hours  of  sleep.  Insufficiency  of  sleep  will  reduce  the 
physique  and  undermine  the  stamina  of  growing  children  more  rapidly 
than  any  ether  single  factor  and  it  would  be  well  if  this  condition 
were  to  receive  from  both  parents  and  teachers  the  attention  its 
importance  deserves «

As  mentioned,  above  Scabies  has  been  very  much  in  evidence  and  in  spite 
of  printed  instructions  and  remedies  supplied  gratis  many  cases  have 
persisted  week  after  week  and  even  month  after  month.  This  may  appear 
strange  in  the  case  of  a disease  so  readily  curable  as  Scabies  and  is 
to  be  explained  usually  by  " re -infect ion”  at  home  which  can  hardly  be 
prevented  in  over-crowded  houses  with  two  or  more  sleeping  in  the  same 
bed.  It  is  not  difficult  to  know  whether  or  not  the  directions  are 
being  followed  and  a real  attempt  at  cure  made,  and  where  there  is 
obvious  neglect  and  indifference  stern  measures  are  called  for.  In 
three  such  cases  the  Education  Committee  instituted  legal  proceedings 
under  Section  12  of  the  Children's  Act  of  19  and  in  each  case  a 
conviction  was  secured  the  Magistrates  imposing  fines  of  one  pound  in 
each  of  two  cases  and  three  pounds  in  the  third  and  worst  case.  At 
the  same  time  a man  was  fined  one  pound  for  allowing  his  child  a girl 
of  thirteen  to  continue  in  a dirty  and  verminous  condition.  In  all 
of  these  cases  the  parents  had  had  repeated  warnings  and  several  visits 
by  the  School  Nurse  together  with  the  fullest  written  and  verbal 
instructions  all  of  which  were  disregarded  and  ignored.
